Rationing 


Major Donald K. Kelley finds 
time to pen a few lines on his 
Christmas card to the Kiwanis 
club which bears typical Noel 
greetings from Morocco, Tunisia, 
Algeria, Sicily, England, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Germany, 
which was read by President 
Eugene Lunsford Tuesday: 

Dear Fellows: Last year I rec¬ 
ollect more peaceful moments 
along about this time and have 
vague remembrances of having 
written you a long letter. 1 sel¬ 
dom get a chance to write nowa¬ 
days; 18 hours is my usual work¬ 
day and twice recently I’ve been 
forced to ignore that one sleeps 
at night, entirely. Not moaning— 
just explaining why I have failed 
to write before and thank you 
for the long succession of pro¬ 
grams I have received and the 
much-enjoyed personal notes that 
have accompanied them. . . . Have 
changed jobs, now acting as Asst. 
B-l, by far the most interesting 
work I have ever had in the 
Army. I can’t tell you, of course, 
what is going on here. Life is 
on the exciting side once in a 
while, but generally it is simply 
on the uncomfortable side (espe¬ 
cially for Californians). I’ve now 
seen 10 countries and completed 
two years overseas and five cam¬ 
paigns. I still prefer Sierra 
Madre to any place I have ever 
seen (C. of C. please note). Best 
of luck to all of you.

To partially compensate for the 
return of most meats to ration¬ 
ing, the OPA has announced that 
red stamps will now be validated 
at the rate of 50 points a ration 
period instead of 30, as previous¬ 
ly. Red stamps which are now 
good for the purchase of meats 
and fats are Q5 through X5. Blue 
stamps X5 through Z5 and A2 
through G2 are valid for buying 
processed fruits and vegetables. 
And sugar stamp No. 31 is still 
good for five pounds of sugar. 
However, use your sugar supply 
with caution, as your next five 
pounds, stamp for which will be¬ 
come valid February 1, will have 
to last three months instead of 
two and a half. 

Destroy Invalid Coupons, 
Says OPA 

Enforcement officials of the 
OPA today warned consumers and 
retail merchants that use of all 
red and blue ration coupons is¬ 
sued prior to December 1, 1944, 
is now illegal. 

The stamps—red stamps A8 
through Z8, A5 through P5 and 
blue stamps A 8 through Z8 and 
A5 through W5—were invalidated 
as of 12:01 a.m. December 26, 
1644, as the OPA moved to tight¬ 
en rationing of meats and proc¬ 
essed vegetables because of war- 
induced shortages. 

Tightening of war-time food 
controls will mean stricter budget¬ 
ing of rationing points for Mrs. 
America in the new year. Food 
requirements of the armed forces 
in 1945 will be greater than was 
at one time anticipated, which 
means that there will be less for 
the home front. The return of 
several items to rationing was 
necessary to assure every civilian 
getting his fair share. 

Blue ration stamps are going 
to figure more prominently in 
family marketing, as they will be 
required when buying canned as¬ 
paragus, green or wax beans, 
corn, spinach and peas. Canned 
tomatoes, of course, have been 
rationed right along. And when 
it comes to spending red points, 
the housewife must remember 
that she will need them for buy¬ 
ing almost all meats—that is, all 
cuts and grades of beef, ail pork 
except a few fat cuts, all iamb 
except utility grades and some 
forequarter cuts, beef and voal 
live*, and most sausage products 
and canned meats. 

Although a loud cry of pain 
may have been your first reaction 
to the announcement of the in¬ 
crease in point value of butter 
from 20 to 24 points a pound, 
this action was taken to bring 
about a more even distribution. 
Areas far from production cen¬ 
ters were not getting their fair 
share. Butter will now be 
“spread” more evenly throughout 
the country, if perhaps a little 
thinner in some spots.

Sgt. Hershel G. Stambaugh, 439 
E. Highland, Is a member of the 
397th Infantry Regiment of the 
100th (Century) Division, which 
is one of the newest units fight¬ 
ing on the U.S. 7th Army frdnt 
in Eastern France—but its mem¬ 
bers have the satisfaction of 
knowing they played an impor¬ 
tant part in the "squeeze play” so 
thoroughly applied to the German 
19th Army. 

While French troops spearhead¬ 
ed drives through the Saveme 
Pass in the north and Belfort Gap 
in the south, both routes leading 
to Strasbourg and the Rhine, the 
principal part of the 7th Army 
fought relentlessly against the 
thousands of Nazis caught in the 
middle. With the French holding 
the enemy in on the sides, the 
397th—and other units of the 7th 
Army—drove piston-like against 
the middle. 

The 397th began its push, and 
its baptism of fire, in the dense 
forests of the Vosges Mountains 
in the vicinity of Baccarat. The 
fighting conditions were as tough 
as any that any troops faced 
along the extended 6th Army 
group front—the group consist¬ 
ing of the American 7th and the 
French 1st Annies. 

In addition to a fanatic enemy 
who fought with the ferocity of 
a trapped rat, the 397th faced 
innumerable land-mines, booby- 
traps, and well-prepared defense 
installations. The weather was 
cold, it rained frequently and mud 
was ankle-deep. The forest, cov¬ 
ered with a heavy undergrowth, 
provided cover for Nazi snipers. 

But stubborn slugging and skill¬ 
ful maneuvering enabled the 397th 
to push through Raon l’Etape, 
Senones and other key towns 
leading toward the Rhine and the 
eventual defeat of the last Ger¬ 
mans in France.

A Lesson to Remember 

Regardless of the final outcome of Field Marshal Von Run- 
stedt’s blitz into Belgium, it should teach us a very good lesson, 
namely, that the Nazis are a most dangerous enemy until they are 
completely crushed. 

It must be apparent to us now that they are not completely 
crushed. Even if they are forced to withdraw to their former posi¬ 
tions in the Siegfried Line, they may consider the drive worth its 
cost in men and materiel. 

The attack has greatly lifted morale on the German home front. 
It has given Goebbels much to talk about, and we may be sure that 
his c onni ng brain and voluble tongue have not failed to drain every 
bit of propaganda value out of it. The drive has also eased the 
pressure on the Siegfried Line and it may be weeks or months 
before the Allies can reorganize their forces and apply the “heat” 
to those defenses once again. 

Under such circumstances the Nazis will have gained time—and 
that’s what they are fighting for at the present moment—time in 
which to train more men and manufacture more munitions and 
weapons; time during which they hope there may be a more serious 
. ift between the Big Three. 

Even the most optimistic of the Germans can hardly hope for 
victory. But they are hoping, and fighting hard, for more lenient 
peace terms. They are trying to salvage enough out of World War 
IT to lay the foundation for World War III. They know that the 
United Nations are determined to destroy the ability of the Reich 
to start another world conflict. To the Germans such a thought
